The State Depirtzaent evaded conlttlQg Itself oo either Its present 
capacity for collecting scientific intelligence or its future pcli^ relative 
to assigning scientifically qualified reporting perscunel to its foreli^ 
jdLaslcos* The Bep&rtaefit reaffimed its trlllingnegs to cooperate in C30 
Cdllectioii Study Ko* 7» vhlch is nov in process of coordinaticii vlto tbs 
different dapartaests, and vblch, vhen ccapXeted, is Inteinded to ecnstitate a ^ 
coeprabenslTe study of collection capabilities of each lAB departnent in 
several geographic areas, and in vorcrous fields of isteUigence*

The' Var Departnent stated that in general they sere at present capable 
in all ceontrieo of naking satisfactory odlactlca ef military sdentific 
intellifence and tint its futsxo ccoslstent policy soijd to aaintain this 
o^Mhilltgr* tor Ba^artsest Mds no oaaswnt oo their present oiq>ebili^ or 
future policy vlth regard to the oclteetiai of noMsilltaary sdexitlfic intellii> 
genoe, but did offer the InfoTMttlca. that they had in the last fiv ngoths 
atta^ad a fW civilian adontlslOsto their XiUtary Attaobes* offloes, and 
that they hoped to increase the xambmr of such scientlste In the field*

The Hsvy Dapartiaeat stated that In the countries listed in the laencrandum 
vith the exoepticii of Oeraenj and ^apan they ware not nov capable of coUeotioai 
of satisfactory scieotlflc inteUigenoe, and that its future policy diA not 
coiteqplate assigning I n d i v i du a ls espedaUy qualified for sclentifio coUeotlon 
to the field.

Arcy Air Forces stated that they vere currently capable or collecting 
scientiTlc InToTmation of air interest and that its policy wcold be to continue 
this capability in the future*’ llo iientioa was Bjade of the collection of

b, Nayy Departaent and dQ atate their capacities to be inadequate* 

£♦ War and Air state their capacities to be adequate in their 
respecti're fields only* 

^ State Bepartnent makes no statement* 

e* The prsTioualy discussed plan idicreby CIO would select and pay 
scientific attaches to be adndnistered by the State Department^ if iaqilemanted, 
would considerably improre present or prospect Its scientific collection 
capabilities* 

li* Expected Reactions* 

a. It is expected that State Department will oppose such a plan on 
the grounSs of its constituting an additional administrattre burden^ and it la 
expected that the War Department will oppose it on the grounds that they prefer 
to augment their own embryonic scientific net. 

b* It is expected that Na^y and Air will be rather indifferent to 
the idiole matter* 
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
